bozs of the inſufficiencie of his Bull, that 
he dyd not get calues ſo plentifully as in 
tyme paſt they were wont to haue The 


| perſon a wiſe man of god ſkill as it honld 


ſeme, c. uſed hys 3Bullto be tyed faſt any 
bys crowne to be ſhauen, and then let bim 
goe, ſaping, now goe thy way, there was 
neuer any bad ofthys marke, he will get 
calues J warrant hun . Os is it bappenes 
that of late a holy Bull, i thinkefome 1u+ 

iter ia come fo2 luue af hys la, oʒ rather 
Fo2 luſt to ſome lend Pafipbac arrimed in 
At is tbe giẽẽat perſons bull, whichper- 
fon was wont by cyTome to finde cam 
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mon Buls foz all England, when he claj- 
med 02 vſurped the Lo2dfhip of England 
as annered ts hys perſonage . At is the 
ſame Bull that begat the famous Pone- 
calfc that of late peares made the terrible 
expectation. Ot late being againſt cuſtome 
empounded , oz kept from bꝛeaking of 
bedges as he was wont todo, and from 
ſpopling of ſcuerall paſtures, he grew to 
ſome faintneſſe. But now hath his owner 
new ſhauen bps crowne & ſent hym to get 
talues agapne fo2 encreaſe of the townes 
beardeand the perſons tithe, 

And ſurely the experience is notable, 
fo; ſince he came ouer. ſo lately diſguiſed, 
be hath light vpon certaine ranke kyen, 
whos J thinke by theirlong fozbearing are 
become the luſtier, that is, treaſon; ſuper⸗ 
ſtition, rebellion, and ſuch other, and with 
them he hath ſo beſtirred him, that by the 
belpe of maiſter Dodo; Harding, San- 
tiexs;:and other, ſome there, ſome here, 
iallx cawkeepers and herdemen of Popiſh 
cler gie, which ſent and bꝛougdt him oner, 

„ Ebzakeopenifo2 him the ſeuerall hedges 
and ſenſes of true religian, obedience, ab 
legeance, fapth, and honeſſie, he hath he- 
gotten amarueilous number of calues in 
. 
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be hath begotten multitudes of all the 
foꝛmes of calucs hereafter mentioned, be- 
fide other in the wilde wodes not pet 
knowen , & lafllp he bath begotten amok 
bo2rible monſter, of whom ſhall hereafter 
be entreated, 

He bath begotten fome trattoꝛous 
calues, as the pꝛadiſers and vnderminers 
ofthe ſtate. Some rebellious calues, as 
thoſe that haue combꝛed the realme with 
vnhappy ſedition , Dome deinty calues 
with white faces, as diſſembling hypo- 
crites that watch their time. Some calues 
with blacke faces, as black ſoule and his 
fellowes common bleaters and railers at 
true religion. Some Apoſtaticall calues, 
that haue foꝛſaken fapth and do impugne 
the knowen truth. Some tame dꝛouſp 
calues, that with their bꝛutiſhe ſuperſtiti⸗ 
on can not raiſe vp their heades from 
ground, noꝛ their epes to heauen . Some 
mad wüde talues, as Roges and Rumo: 
Ipꝛeaders. Some running and gadding 
calues,.wiſer than Malthams calfe that 
ranne nine miles to ſucke a Bull, foztheſe 
runne aboue nine hundꝛed miles. And no 


maruell, deſire not to ſucke miike 
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ning flercely, ſome puſhing with their vn⸗ 
armed heades as eluiſhly as they be able. 
Some dottoz calues, ſome pꝛodoz ca'nes, 
and ſome of other degrees . Some wep⸗ 
ward calues, euer running backward and 
athwart, without regard of pitch behmde 
them, oꝛ hedge bcfo2e them. Some calues 
whom no feuſe will hold, no not the b2zode 
ſea. Some cow talues, ſome bull calues. 
Some talues that neuer wil be but calues. 
though they line theſe bund2ed prares. 
Some winking calues . Dome ſuttie bu- 
dermining calues. And ſome foade licking 
calues there be that be none of the ſame 
Buls calues, but calues out of Gods own 
hear de, ſeduced by leude companie of o- 
ther ſtray talues. Theſe in ſceking to licke 
woundes whole, do not onely licke pops 
ſon into their owne bodies; but alſo enue⸗ 
nime other therby, and ſpecially the gas 
damme with whoſe wholeſome milks 
them ſelues be fedde . This Bolles calucs 
fince they reccaned their fircs bleſſing, 
are waren wilder then they were, na 
beardman can rule them, but as if the gas 
dye were in their tailes, they runne whi(- 
king about 4'03 of mer 
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is no way ſo fiflp to be deſcribed, as bv the 
- oide tale of the ancient Poetes, that ſeme 
as it were to haue fo:eſhewed bim m ffs 
gure,as followeth, Paſiphae Quene of 
Creta, not ſufficed with men, conceiued 
inozdinate,vnnaturall, and therewith vn⸗ 
temperable luſt to engender with a Bull. 
FKeither regard of vertue , honoz, kinds 
nelle, nature oꝛ ſhame, in reſpec of God, 
ber huſband,her countrep, her ſelfe,o2 the 
whole world, could reſtrapne her violent 
rage of vncleane affection. Pet wilt che 
neither how to woe the Bull, noz howto 
apply her ſelfe vnto him. A meane at 
length was founde to make this vnkind⸗ 
lp coupling. 

There lined then a cunning crafte(s 
man Dedalus, the ſelſe ſame Dedalus of 
whome it is famons how he made hym 
winges, wherewith by cunning guiding 
him ſelfe he paſſcd (eas # countries at his 
pleaſure. And winges he made alſo foz 
Icatus his ſonne to flp with him. But the 
bacunning Icarus, climbing to neare the 5 
ſonnes heate, his winges melting, kell in⸗ » 
fo the water and gaue name to the ſea. 

This ſine Hedalus, to ſatiſfie the wic- 
kedQuenes ferno? of luſt, e to match her 
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framed a cowe, and ſo made conered any 
bſed it with leud deuiſes, and therein (6 
incloſed and placed the god innocent and 
bertnons Lady, that of the Bull ſhe con; 
teiued the abhomination of the wozld, 
and in time bꝛought fozth the monſter Mis 
notaurus halfe a Bull and halfe a man, 
fierce, bʒutiſh, miſchenaus, cruell, defoz- 
med;and odious. 

To ſhꝛoud thys monltcr from conv 
mon wonder, e pet therewithall to deli, 
ner him the fode and contentment of hys 
trueltie the deſfrucion of men, a Labp⸗ 
— — by the ſame 
cunning Dedalus, wherein Minotaurus 
the Pan bull oz Bull man lurked, and 
men paſſing in thether to him by entan⸗ 
glement of the Maze t vncertayne errog 
of wapes, were bꝛought to miſerable end, 
till at length valiant Theſeus, furniſhed 
with the policy of wiſe Ariadna, reteaued 
of her aclew of thzed , by which, leauing 
the one endat theentrie, be was continu- 
ally guydsdand pzeſerued from the decea- 
ning Paze , and hauing flapne the mon⸗ 
ter, by conduct ofthe ſame thꝛed (afelp 
returned, 

The appliance hereof tothe: experience 


of our times hath an apt A 
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not to pzone but to ſhew the image of 
ſome doinges at theſe dapes , and there- 
with by conference not onely to ſharpen 
an'intentine ſight of that which we winck 
at, butalſo to rayſe a iuſt lothing of that 
whereof by ſome hurtfull impedimentes 
we haue not diſcerned 92 rather not mers 
ked the do2roz. 

- Lecherous Paſiphae may well be ap- 
plyed to treaſon in hye eſtates addicted to 
papiſtrie, fo:ſaking Gods oꝛdinance of 
bumane royall gouernement , Mhich 
when ſo euer it happeneth , (-fo2 bappe it 
may and bath oft ſo channced ) ſuch-trea- 
ſon deſtroyeth god and naturall afedion, 
it kindleth vile and heaſtly deũres, and a⸗ 
mong all other none comparable in filthi-. 
nelle to the luſt of pelding them ſeines to 
beare the engendzing of the great Bull ot 
Baſan oz rather of Babplon, the oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſion, incumbence, and tiranny of Nome, 
the vſurpation of the Romaine ſiege the 
ſiege of allabhomination . This pzinci- 
pall trait oꝛous luſt , that thzoweth downe 
the perſon under this vacteane deffre, . 
thaaweth away vertne £ reſpec of God, 
fo Romane pꝛide hath climbed into the 
ſeate ol Ood ufd ſhoned to ſhoulder him 
and and ay” tt vertue bp open diſpen⸗ 
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ſing with vice. It expelleth remembzance 
ol honoz and kindneſſe in regard of hub 
band, foz fayth of wediocke hath no place 
in adulterers , and dy Nomane pzaciſes: 
neither doth ſuperſtition permit the ſoule 
to keepe her chaſtitie from idolatries and 
from fozſaking Gods rules of religion, 
no2 the wife her due fapth from wande-: 
ring tuft, noꝛ thehuſband his ſafetie from- 


traitoꝛous violence. It dzineth out natu⸗ 
rall lone of countrey, fo2 it pꝛoſtituteth all 


dominionsto the common adulterer, vns 


derminer, and-fozcer of kingdomes, the 
Bult at Rome. At baniſheth ſhame , fog: - 
it boaſteth her filthinefe to the woꝛdes 
fight, ſoliciteth it publitely, pzaciſeth it o-:

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eth it in gioꝛious pompe and triumph not 
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niſhed: by that Wulles foꝛte v2 deſyled by 
bis-abuſes; But as in Paſiphae, ſo where 
ſuch rage ol traiterous aud ſuperſtitious 
deſire entreth, Gods grace foꝛſaketh, ho- 
neſt feare departeth, ſhame flpeth, and the 
luſt is untemperable. 

Che Dædalus that muſt bꝛyng the 
eniayeng ol this hozrible luſt to effect: , is 
the treaſon of Popiſh Clergie, full oł cun⸗

In this beaſtly likeneſſe, re 
from manly fozme , and maieſtie of 
uernance,by Dedalus wozkmanthip,that 
is, by 7 clergies traitozous pꝛactiſe, 
ou of copulation of a Bull and a 
DQueene in acowithe ſhape,that is, Hodo⸗ 
miticall and bnnatorallmirture of popiſh 
vſurpation with and vpon ropall goner- 
nance in bjutiſh and reaſonleſſe fame, 
- Df this ingend ing is begotten Mi- 
notaurus, acompounded monſter, halfe 
Bull and haue a man, a beaſtly craell 
aa Ke ont with the voyce oz ſor 
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of a Bull, and woꝛdes ofa man, the ſenſe 
of a deuill. The ſelſe (ame monſter Bull 
is he that lately roared out at the Biſhops 
palace gate in the greateſt citie of Eng⸗ 
land, hozrible blaſphemies agapnſt God, 
t villanous diſhonoꝛs agapnſt the nobleſt 
MQueene in the woꝛld Elizabeth the law- 
full Nugne of England, he tamped and 
ſcraped an the ground, flang duſt of ſpite- 
full ſpeches and baine curſes about him, 
with bis hoꝛnes at her noble couns 
lers and true ſubietes,aud faꝛ pure any 
ger all tg. beraped the place where he 
ſtode. And all this irre he kept, ta make 
a pꝛofe if hys hozned armye of calues 
would oz durft come fly1gyng about him 
toward midſommer mne. 

Vut hee laked ſo beaſtiy, and he raged 
ſs vaynely that though the whole wod 
rang of hys nopſe , pet hys ſyꝛe the great 
Bull, hys damme the pꝛoſtitute cowe, and 
bys childzen the foliſh calues, were moze 
aſhamed ofhym than the noble Lion was 
afraide of him.

whom thep ſerue , and conducted there⸗

alſo deſtroy hymand ſettle theyꝛ Pꝛinte 
and them ſelues in ſafetie: ſo as, Paſi- 
phae duely and deſeruedly oꝛdered, Dz- 
dalus bnwpnged and baniſhed, hys fe- 
thers rpghtlp reſtozed, Icarus fapʒe dzows 
ned, the cowe tranſfoꝛmed, the Paze dif- 
ſolued e razed, the monſter deſtroped, the

Theſeus map be victozious , the virgine 
Ladie moſt honozable,theland qupet, the 
ſabiectes ſafe, and Gods p;ouidence euer 
iuſtip pꝛayſed not vaynely tempted , hys 
kpndneſfle thankfully embꝛaced, his name 
louyngtiy magnifted , hys policies wiſely 
folowed , hys Religion zelouſlp maintey:

ces, as the roaring of Bulles and noyſe 
of beaſtes, that is , either by aduiſes of 
them that warne with reaſon, oꝛ with the 
bzagges e thzeateninges of the enemies, 
02 inklinges ſlipped out of vntirtumſpea 
aduerſaries mouthes . Dome be wake- 
ned with very wiſperinges,as with ſecret 
rumoꝛs and intelligences. Some agapne 
are ſo vigilant and care full, that the very 
weight of the cauſe and penſiue thinking 
of it, wil ſcarcelylet them ſlerpe at all. But 
moſt miſerable is their dzowſinefſe, oꝛ ra- 
ther fatallſemeth their lepinefe,thatfoz 
all the meanes afozeſayd, and ſpecially ſo 
lende and loude roaring of ſo rude and 
terriblea Bull , can not be wakened oz 
made to arme and beftirre them, till the 
tumult and alarme in the campe, the clun- 
king ol armour , the founde ol ſhotte and 
ftrokes, the tumbling downe of tentes 
round about them, the groning of woun- 
ded men dying euery ſide — 
ſon, fozce, oſtilitie triumpbing in 
their luſtieſt rage, and Sinon , that per-

ſwaded the ſafetie of the traiterous hozfe, 
ſulting amongthem , yea till the very es 
nemies weapon in they; body awake 
them. Such may happe ſo to fleepe as they 
map neuer lvake, 

Let vs all wake in pꝛaper to God. 
Let vs try louder in ſinceritie and deuoti⸗ 
on, than the Bull is able to roare in trea⸗ 
ſon and blaſphemie. Let vs pꝛay God to 

arme our Qutene and Counſell with all 
wiſedome and foꝛtitude, and our ſelues 
with all fidelitie and manhode, and to re⸗ 
poſe our ſelues vpon confidence of their 
molt bleſſed gouernante, and redy with 
our lincs and all that we haue to follow 
and ſerne them, 

Let bs dayly and nightly pzay God to 
fend a curſt Cow and a curſt Bull ſhozt 
ho:nes,o2 to be well capped,o2 wel ſawed 
of,that they budde no moꝛe, fo: els it wers 
better to take awap head and all to be 
ſure, leaſt honeſter then theſe calues be 
made calues, 02 knocked on the head as 
thongh they were calues . Surely as of 

 abody there is but one head that can not 
be ſpared, ſo in a body may be many heds 

that muſt nerdes be ſpared, as perhappes 
twenty byles t euerp one a head, in 

0 which caſe there is no perill but leaſt they 
a goe 
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toe into the body againe ⁊᷑ then perchance 
infect the hart bloud and put the body in 
danger. And the onely perill cf dꝛiuing 
them in agapne you wote is colde and 
tolde handling.

Hat ye be not deceaued, 
god Readers, fo2 A ſe it 
commonly miſkaken , A 
thought it god to let pou 
know, that the Bull which 
is publiſhed in Paint in 
Latine and Engliſhe, together with the 
foꝛme of Abſolution annered vbnts it, is 
not the ſame Bull that was ſet vp at the 
Biſhops gate, as many ſuppoſe, but an 
other. Foz plaine erplication ofthe truth, 
ye ſhall vnderſtand that there be two 
Bulles , The one conteineth a power and 
fone to pardon, aſſople, and reconcile all 
ſuch as would returne from the Chꝛiſtian 
Religion now taught in England, which 
they call hereſie, and from obeying our 
Quere and her lawes, which they ſclaun⸗ 
derouſly call ſchiſme , to the boſome of the 
Chirch of Rome which we may truely 
call Velles mouth, 

The diſpenſation publiſhing and em- 
ploying of this Bull was committed to - 
Dodo; Harding, and fo many other ſeue⸗ 
rally, not onely to relieue thoſe Popiſh 
Patriarkes with the gaine of that par- 
don, but ſpeciaſiþ to ſend out thoſe Arche- 
papiſtes with that Bull of reconcilement 
A.. among 
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among the Dneenes faint ſubiectes Eng⸗ 
liſh Papiſtes , as it were capitaines to 
ftrike vp their dzommes to gather ſol- 
dicrs , offering them great wages that 
Gould fight vnder the Popes banner fo? 
an other hed agaynſt our Qucenc, that ie, 
remiſſion of their ſinncs , as pure cleane⸗ 
nefſſe as when they were baptifed, reſtitu· 
tion to the communton of the faythfull, ab⸗ 
ſolution from all ſentences , and from all 
paynesol Purgato2ye , and the cnioping 
of life and kingdome euerlaſting. 

With theſe Vulles and this pꝛoclai⸗ 
ming ol wages, they haue bene gathering 
of rebelles euer ſince the peare 1567, and 
baue withall geuen to very many of them 


pꝛeſt money to be ready in rebellions, that 


is, certaine papers and badges of ſond2y 
foꝛmes, ſome with a figure of Chziſt cru- 
cified, ſome with fine woundes, and ſome 
other. 

Since which time, namely in the ende 
of Febꝛuarie : 5659, when the late rebellt- 
on was redy layed and in hatching, the 
Dopes holineſſe hath decreed an other 
Bull, no dout at the ſpeciall ſute, pꝛocure⸗ 
ment, inſtance, and impoꝛtunate calling 
on ol eur Engliſhe traitoꝛs, and among 
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other D. Harding and the reſt that pꝛecu⸗ 
red the other Bulles. 

In this is conteined an arrogant, ty- 
rannicall, and blaſphemous taking to 
himſelfe the power, as committed to him 
from God, to deſtrop, tranſpoſc, and alter 
kingdomes at his pleaſure, a number of 
vile and hoꝛrible ſclanders and vncomely 
naminges of our Nucene, ſuch as a god 
ſubica can hardly heare with pacience,the 
very effect of a great part of the late re⸗ 
belles pꝛoclamation as it were tranſlated, 
t finally his lewd pꝛeſumptuous ſentence 
of her maieſties depꝛiuation, in ſo ſpitefull 
abhominable, villanous, and traitoꝛous 
fozme as is not to be reherſed. This is the 
Bull that was ſet vp at the Biſhops gate. 

It ſeemeth by all pꝛobabilitie, and no 
dout vpon examinations it will ſo fall out, 
that the oꝛiginall of this Bull ſealed was 
among our rebelles, and as it is thought) 
bꝛought them by Markenfeld o2 ſome 
ſuch other, oz delivered them vpon their 
conference with ſtrangers, and kept cloſe 
among them ready to be publiſhed ſo ſone 
as they ſhould haue bene able to get into 
their company ſuch hed as they deſired to 
ſet vp after our Nucne , oꝛ ſuch ſtrength

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as that they durſt anow it. God fo pꝛe⸗ 
uented them that they neuer came ſo far. 

In hope of the ſucceſſe of this Bull, a 
number of Papiſtes, that ſometime did 
communicate with vs, oz at leaſt came 02- 
dinarily to our publike pꝛapers, haue of 
late fozbozne , and by this note ſhall pe 
know many ot them. 

In hope of the ſucceſſe of this Bull, 
were (as it is repoꝛted) letanies and pzay- 
ers in Roms fo2 the god ſperde of our 
rebelles, 

In furtherance of the ſucceſſe of thys 
Bull, was the ſpꝛeading of falſe newes in 
Spaine, of a great battell in Ireland be⸗ 
twene Papiſtes and Chꝛiſtians, wherein 
an Angell with a Chalice in his hand was 
repoꝛted to haue diſcomfifed many thou- 
ſandes of our Queenes ſubiedes, fo which 
there were in Spaine publike gratulati- 
ons, ringing of belles, and triumphinges, 
ado2ned with the greateſt pzeſences there, 
oꝛ rather (as may well be ſuſpeaed) pꝛap⸗ 
ers fo2 our rebelles ſucceſſe , accoꝛding to 
the god meaning of the holy league o2 the 
conſpiracie of Trent. 

In hope of the ſucteſſe ot thys Bull, 
aur Louaniſtes haue Cayed their — 
6 rom 
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from wꝛiting, and ſtand in ſuſpenſeſbetter 
it were they did hang in ſuſpenſe) and ex⸗ 
pectation what will become of theſe miſ- 
chieues whereof them ſelues hauc bene 
the pzoctozs. 
In hope of the ſuccefſe of this Bull, Co. Kc. 
a number of Papiſtes haue fled of late, and 
ſome of them with pꝛomiſing 02 rather 
thꝛeatening by letters a recompenſing at 
their returne of ſuch kindnefles as are 
ſhewed to their friendes in their abſence, 
haue vttered their courage. 
This is the Bull that maketh ſo many 
| Papiſts ſtand pet ſo ſtiffly in not acknow⸗ 
ledging her maieſties iuſt authozitie . And 
| Whatſoener they pꝛetend fo eccleſiaſticall 
cauſes, the very truth is to be thought that 
nee the decree and publication of this 
Bull, the moſt part of them eſfeme not 
the Quene lawfull Quene ofthis realme, 


ſithe the Pope hath decred the contra⸗ 

rie, who they thinke can not errc , And 

no dout if an othe were miniſtred in 

thys fozme that they ſhould acknowledge | 

her maieſtie lawful Nuene ofthis realme, e 

notwithſtanding any ſentence that the 

Pope hath geuen oz can geue, and that if 

be haue oz ſhall pꝛeſume to gene any ſuch . 
A.iiij. ſentence 
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\ ſentence they effeme it erroneevs and 
pꝛeſumptuous, t will to their power reſiſt 
him, his adherentes, f fautoꝛs that ſhal at- 
tempt to put any ſuch ſentence in executi⸗ 
on oꝛ affirme it lawfull:ſurely they would 
likewiſe refuſe ſuch othe, vnleſſe they wold 
affirme the Pope to erre ſhamefully, iudi⸗ 
cially, pꝛeſumptucuſip, ſedit iouſip, traito⸗ 
rouſly , and in vileſt maner, which they 
would neuer fincercly confeſſe : but in an⸗ 
ſwering the interrogatoꝛies miniſtred in 
the boke of warning they would ſhews 
them ſelues as euill ſubiectes in very deeds 
as they haue by ſome pꝛoceding, and ſpeci⸗ 
ally by ſetting vp of thys Bull, ſhewed 
the ſame warning to be true and reaſo⸗ 
nable. | 
Becauſe they neuer tame in the rebel⸗ 
lion time to poſſeſſion and habilitie to ſet 
vp the Comete whom they meant to ad- 
uaunce in ſtede of the Sunne riſing, J 
meane, they had not the perſon whom they 
would ertoll, noꝛ the power to auob it, 
neither by fozein ioyning, no2 by domeſti⸗ 
call trenath, it ſemeth they did foꝛbeare 
the pꝛoclaiming of thys great Bull, and 
haue hidden him in the Maze. And pet ha⸗ 
niug ſome hope left that toward ſommer 
perhappes 


rhappes ſome foles would be madde , oz 
pet at the leaſt deſperately at all a verp 
benfures to btter their ſtomake, they ſet 
vp a pꝛinted copie of thys Bull, whereby 
they haue ſhewed that they not onely had 
the o2iginall to be pꝛoclaimed if time and 
other cirtumſtances had ſerned, but alſo 
bad pꝛouided a number of copies pꝛinted, 
ſodenly to make it common, and there- 
withall by the way a ſignification that oar 
bokemen are pꝛiuie to it. 

Fayling pet ofthis hope, and the wiſer 
ſoꝛt of them eſpipng that the vnſcaſonable 
ſetting it vp came not to ſo politike end as 
they loked fo2, fo ſupplie the fault of that 
raſhneſte, they haue found a new deniſe. 
Cheir complices, and the ſecret fauozers 
of theſe treaſons, oz paraduenture ſuch as 
(fo2 ſome reſpects) are loth that to much 
of the botfome of this treaſon ſhonld bs 
ſearched, haue ſpꝛed oz fauozed arumoz, 
and geuen inſinnation that it is no true 
thing, but counterkaited by pꝛoteſtantes 
to bꝛing the papiſtes in hatred, 

No; no, this fetch is to farre ſet a great 
deale. Treaſon it is, and vile and hie treas 
fon; to auante fach a thing, whoſoener do 


it, pꝛotettant 02 papiſt. And no pzoteftant, 
15.1, you 
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vou map be ſure, will traifozouſly ouer⸗ 


thꝛow this eſtate, neither is any of them ſo 
madde to thinke it a god excuſe foz him- 
ſelf, if he ſhould be arrained foz traitozous 
ſetting vp of ſuch a Bull oz paper, to ſay he 
did it of an other intent to bꝛing papiſtes 
the Queencs enemies in hatred, And ſo 
map we well be bold to ſay, that there is 
not a pꝛoteſtant in England of ſufficient 
wit and habilitie to foꝛge ſuch a Bull, that 
would be content himſelfe to be be hanged 
dꝛawen and quartered to ſpite a papiſt, oz 
that doth thinke he ſhould ſpite a papiſt in 

20curing to himſelfe ſo great a danger. 
But the thing being ſo traitoꝛous and 
perilous, euen in a pꝛoteſtant ſo intending 
as theſe pꝛetend, J would faine learne, oz 
rather hatte it remembꝛed of them to 
whom it apperteineth, of what qualitie 
the offence is in theſe qualifiersto concele 
it. I do not meane of leauing it vndiſcloſed 
when they know. it , but of doing what 
they can by perſwaſion that other ſhould 
not finde it, oꝛby diſſwaſion tranſferring 
the ſuſpicion an other way. Such are not 
like to ſuch concelers of felonies and trea⸗ 
ſons as do not vtter the felònies, treaſons 
and offenders that they know, but they —

like vnto thoſe that when a felon oz trai⸗ 
toꝛ is purſued, do helpe to hide him, and 
conuep him into bie coꝛners, and foꝛ the 
felons oz traitoꝛs eaſter eſcape do tell 
them that pucſue him that he is gone a 
contrarie way o2 gene them contrarie 
markes to keepe them from knowing and 
attaching him, oꝛ point them toa w2ong 
perſone while the very thefe oz traitoz 
may make ſhift foꝛ himſelfe, yea and lend 
him ſome of their owne clothes to diſguiſe 
him, 

The thing is to euident, and thereby 
the truth of ſuch hiders is the moꝛe ſuſpiti⸗ 
ous. There are intelligentes enow that 
the effect of the thing it ſelfe was moꝛe 
than a pere agoe decrerd in Rome. The 

ꝛdinarie p2oceeding of the Pope in like cas 
ſes, and ſpectally the folowing of the holy 
league induceth it. The pꝛint is not vn⸗ 
knowen , The very paper, after it was 
taken downe, falling it ſclfe into the foꝛ⸗ 
mer creltes & foldes and ſiſe of the packet 
wherein it came ouer, with a number of 
other plaine euidences, diſcloſc the thing, 
and whence it came. Belides the very 
thing is ſuch that he may well be ſavd to 
lacke judgement that diſcerneth it not to

be a bery Bull. Be not therefoze deceaued 
ve god ſubiedes: and ye deceiuers,beware 
ye deceiue not pour ſelues. 

Thus it is euident that ſuch perſwa⸗ 
ders lacke either wit oz truth, but J feare 
me they are ſo vaine glozious , and ſtand 
ſo much vpon vndeſerued reputation, that 
they can be better content to be traitozs 
than to be taken foz fales, 

But let vs call to mynde, gather ſome 
frute of the olde tale of Caſlandra king 
Pryames daughter of Trop. She hauing 
the gift of pꝛophecie by Apollo, alway to 
geue true warninges, had yet this puniſhs 


ment anexed, that though ſhe pzophecied / 


truely the ſhould neuer be beleued. D 

ened it that when ſuttle Sinon had 
perl waded the Troianes vnder falle pꝛe⸗ 
tenſe of religion, and ſpecially a diſlem⸗ 
bling ſhe w of dedication to Pallas goddeſſe 


of wiſdome, that is, vnder colour of wil⸗ 


dome and policie, to bꝛeake downe their 
walles to receiue the hoʒſe that the Greci⸗ 
ans had framed and ſtuffed full of chofeu 
ſoldiars, Calandra gaue warning what 
treaſon the hozſes wombe conteined, But 
by the ozdinarie and fatalf diſcredit that 
„ 
ay 
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ſay) the fafes and deſtinies of Troyes de- 
frucion were not remoucable, ſhe was 
not beleued, the walles were bꝛoken 
downe, the hozſe deuoutely recciued, and 
though the armour within gaue ſound 
and noyſe, pet was he vnlearched, in the 
night Sinon opened the window, the ar- 
med men iſſued out, the Citie was fired 
and deſtroyed, andall (as the Poets tell) 
by conduct of Pallas goddeſſe of wiſdomg 
and policie. 

I will not at this time pꝛoſecute the 
tals of Laocoon, his office of pzicſthade, 
bis ſpeare, the ſerpent from ſea, his chil 
dꝛen, noꝛ the reſt, wherof euerp poynt and 
euerp particle hath his apt relemblance 
fo2 our benefit. 

Onelp this J will ſay, that it may be 
that foz our ſinnes we haue Caſſandraes 
plague , though truth be tolds va, it is poſ- 
fbly not beleued. The Greetans then 
framed a hoꝛſe. The Papiſtes haue now 
framed a Bull. Their hoꝛſe was ſtuffed 
full of ſolsiers lurking redy to be lot out to 
ſet Trope on re. This Bull is ſtuſſed 
with traiterous pzaciſes to deſtroy thys 
realm. Sinòn perſwaded them to receiue 
the Propan yozſe without violating oz 

A.iij. ſearching 
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ſearching it. Dur Sinons + lewd qualiff | 
ers would haue the Bul eſtemed an other 
thing, and take from vs the deſire to haue 
his belly ſearched. Their hoꝛſe with re⸗ 
mouing ſhake, and they might heare the 
very ſound of the armour within him. In 
this Bull the euidences are plaine of open 
treaſon, and the very effect of our rebelles 
p:oclamation tranſlated ſoundeth within 
it, and ſcmeth as it were out of the ve- 
ry Bulles belly to roare and tell vs that 
all they were pꝛiup to it that were by any 
appendance oꝛ deuiſe of coniunction c2 al⸗ 
liance knit to the late rebellion: as alſo 
hard it is to excuſe Æneas and Antenor 
great Lo2des of Pryames houſe foꝛ knows 
ing to much of the Grecians counſell. 
Caſſandra cryeth out agaynſt the hoꝛſe, 
the fates will not let her be beleued, 
Sinon opened the window, the hoꝛſe vn- 
taded his freaſons. Lay this to our caſe, 3 
will compare no moꝛe. 

The Lo2d be mercifull vnto vs and 
pꝛeſerue our P2zince, and contrey, which 
without our pꝛince can not in all likeli⸗ 
hode be pꝛeſerued. God keepe her noble 
Counſellers,and geue grace to all her ſub⸗ 
teces to ſticke faſt and faithfully to her, 
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and graunt to her maieſtie fo continue fo 
ſticke faſt to true ſubiectes , and pꝛincipa⸗ 
ly that we all by repentance wipe a⸗ 
way the ſinnes that are the impedi⸗ 
diment why Chziftian Caſſan- 
draes, the pꝛeachers of Gods 
truth,and god admonitions, 
are not beleued and fo!0- 
wed to our pꝛeſer⸗ 
uation.
